COMANCHE’S PEOPLE SHOULD CONSIDER 
Comanche’s City Council at the last meeting of 
the Commissioners Court presented a proposition 
to the court to grade the public square. 
The Court 
saw fit to turn down the proposition. 
As we un­ 
derstand it the only reason they refused was be­ 
cause the City Council’s proposition called for the 
enlargement of the courthouse lawn. 
We believe that the various commissioners are 
men of good judgm ent and their integrity is be- 
yong question but we believe that in this particular 
instance they are in error. 
However, it is a ques­ 
tion about which men may honestly differ, and we 
do not fall out with them for their opinion. 
The widening of the courthouse lawn would add 
to the appearance of the square beyond measure, 
and we feel would not be detrimental to the square. 
And in order to put the proper elevations and 
drainage on the square it is almost an absolute ne­ 
cessity to enlarge the lawn or in soeiu wa yuarrow 
the space to be covered. 
A t present the drainage of the square is such 
that it is an absolute impossibility to grade it up 
and to make it last for any length of time. 
The present street work which has been under the 
supervision of a competent engineer w’ho gave the 
streets the proper elevations and drainage, is by 
far the best street work the city has ever had done. 
In event the square is put up under the supervision 
of the same men there is no doubt that the square 
will be in the best shape it has ever been. 
The principal objection to the enlarging of the 
awn is that some people fear there will not be suf- 
cient room left for the use of people who come 


. 0 town. 
This was the same objection that was 
urged to parking the courthouse the first time and 
now that wo are used to it there are none that 
would w ant the courthouse lawn disposed of. 
Our conditions are constantly changing and a 
big square is not necessary as it once w*as when 
everyone came to town for the day and took out 
and fed on the public square. 
People now make 
trips oftener and do not require the room they once 
did. 
W ith the courthouse lawu extended tho amount 
the Council wante it extended there will be ample 
room for all the traffic Comanche will ever have. 
The citizens of Comanchce should consider this 
move and should talk freely to the Commissioners* 
about the m atter for our Commissioners are rea­ 
sonable men and are willing to give tho people 
what they want. 
It is' merely a question of judg­ 
ment and they are viewing the situation from one 
angle while the business man who is forced to 
breathe the dust from the square or tho autoist

Sufficient rains have not eoiiie 
that we regnd. We know not why 
^ut it is folly to question. 
I'h 
only thing we can do is to T in' 
AGAIN. 
A great slogan in all seniiarid, or 
so са1Ьч1 dry land fanning, should 
be, “ Keep Something Planted.* 
Then when the rains do come, you 
will have some crop ready to iiii 
lire the moisture. 
Under prospeetive 
conditions 
that makes food crops so exceed­ 
ingly important. I cannot refrain 
from urging the farmers to plant 
some summer and fall crops. Stub 
ble land eati be doubled disked 
w’ith a disk harrow, or listed and 
planted. 
Plant 
sorghum, 
railo, 
June corn, peas or peanuts, in a 
good deep listed furrow and cover 
lightly. Plant june com, milo, or 
fetireta, in six or seven foot rows, 
and a row of cowpeas, or peanuts 
between. 
This row between the 
com or milo, could be left for a 
row of turnips to be planted along 
about the last of August or first of 
September. 
By cultivating these 
crops well through the summer, 
you would have an ideal seed bed 
for your turnips. Selected patches 
can be utilized in this way, where 
the land is rich, where local mar­ 
kets are not sufficient, turnips 
make a very' good feed for hogs 
and cow, and very often on good 
land, several tons can be raised 
per acre. 
By planting in a deep listed fur­ 
row as above stated, several culti­ 
vations can be made with a sec­ 
tion harrow, and lessons the time 
in geting over the ground. Culti- 
vte after every rain, and often 
enough to keep a good soil mulch 
all through the summer. 
Where corn is too far gone, cut 
and shock, and cure for niffagc, or 
use it in filling silos where such 
are ip reach. 
The Extension service snggests 
that a good method of planting 
land where the com crop has been 
removed, is to plow out the old 
corn stubble with a lister, followr- 
ing this \vith planter. Plant in a 
deep list but cover shallow. Where 
the recent rains have not reached 
the seed planted will not germi­ 
nate until after the rain, when thej' 
will germinate (jiiickly, and muc 
time wrill be saved. In this con­ 
nection great care should be exer­ 
cised as not to cover the seed too 
deep. 
All energies possible should be 
continued in one solid effort by 
every farmer to yet raise some food 
or feed crop of some kind. 
Try is all we can do, to do our 
best is our duty. 
I am practicing what I am preach­ 
ing. I put a disk harrow humming 
this morning on my little farm, 
disking stubble land with the in­

At this par­ 
ticular time the market is at be­ 
tween $1.50 and $2.00 per bnMiel so 
it can be seen that a potato crop 
at this yield and on this market 
would indeed ve very profitable. 
They were grown on black land 
and absolutely without irrigation. 
Mr. Griffin selected five of the 
thoieest potatoes and brought them 
in for display purposes. 
Three 
weighed seven eights of a pound 
each, and two weighed about five- 
eights each. One measured 12 1-2 
inches around. 
The crop was indeed excellent 
and it makes us wonder just why it 
was that the Editor failed to get 
back as many potatoes as ho plant­ 
ed. After ail there must he .some­ 
thing in k.iowing how* to farm.
